8:00pm Eormal Hearing for 418 Massachusetts Avenue continued hearing from November 
2017. Presenter: Mr. Nahraim Bhatia. The motion made at the November meeting was to 
(add decision). Mr. Bhatia will also look into additional window types. Brought in sample 
of proposed shingle that the Commission mentioned that the size may not match existing and 
would not work on the rounded edges of the house. We need to know the average shingle 
look, size is? You can adjust the exposure to match existing. If you can’t use this on the 
round edges, then there will Talk with contractor and come back with more information. 

Does he have any other options that are smaller. 

Plan has changed to replace like with like wood shingles. Commissioner Guthrie moved that 
we would be in favor to replace in kind wood shingles with wood shingles. 


8:30pm Eormal Hearing for 630 Massachusetts Avenue with Michael Birenbach, Chair of the 
Property Committee for the UU Church. The entire complex is on the Inventory including 
the Parish House. Plan is to replace windows- 4 windows on one side, 2 windows on 
another, Type of window- double hung, simulated divided light, All Welded 4100 series 
from Diamond Windows. Patrick Guthrie made motion to replace windows. 2"‘^ by 
Commissioner Stange. Patrick Guthrie will be the monitor for the project. 


9:00pm Eormal Hearing for 65 Hillside Avenue with Eeslie Oringer and Scott Hankinson. 
Plan to add addition with a three-car garage. The size of the addition was down scaled due to 
feedback received. Removing the kitchen window and a little bit of the back porch. 

Materials: 3.5 inch overlap clapboard to match existing. One large garage door and one 
smaller garage door. Have to shorten the 2"‘^ floor window (not replace just shrink it) 
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Transom Windows above the garage doors 
Maintain trim sizes. 

Foundation- poured concrete. 

For Trim- Composite wood (Boral Brand) brackets, 
Windows - three on garage (vinyl) with Transom windows. 
Garage Doors- Propose roll up aluminum. 

Will remove kitchen window. 

Siding- match existing.

Move to approve the plans as proposed with the items that will be detailed in the decision to 
the Building Department. The owner will work closely with the monitor regarding the 
materials garage door, windows, corbels. Twin Pam 2 opposed 3 in favor. Monitor 
will be JoAnn Robinson. Closed at 9:30pm.
